“Falt 6.— ‘1 HAT the meafures adopted for this purpoft, 
to wit, changing officers, more frequent furveys, and pla. 
cing expedtants as watchmen, were fome time ago ronge : 
ly recommended, and much approved of by che perfong 
calling themfelves ihe Great Diftillers, as proper to be put 
in execution againft the middle clafs of diltiilers, or four 
hundred galloners, whom they reprefented to be very 
fraudulent, and underflling them.’ 

Truth.—The fa& here is partially and moft imperfedtly 
flated. A number of fall traders worked irregularly and 
feldom appeared upon the books of Excite. They pretend. 
ed to diftil only once a-week, or thrice a fortnight; ang 
yet, from the quantity of their fales, and the cattle.every 
day vifibly fed with grains, it wasevident that they worke 
ed almoft as often as their neighbours. By regular Working 
is meant the charging of a fill four, five, or Ux times pep 
week ; ar, in other words, opertly doing and paying for aq 
much as the looms are nearly capable of. All that fuck 
diftillers can get, refolves into thofe allowances, and fet 
advantages, which were common to the whole trade, and 
without which no bufinefs under the Excife could bé car. 
ried on. It was therefore propofed, that every enrereg 
diftiller fhould be obliged to charge four times a week at 
leaft; but if he did not, that an officer might be (tationed 
at his work, to take an account of the duty as often as he 

did de faéo work his ftill.
